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DETAILED ACTION 
A fter Final Rejection Reconsideration 

1. Applicants contend that Nishiguchi, European Patent Publication EP 0 431 637 Al fails 
to disclose ejector pins that are substantially at the corners of the semiconductor die as disclosed 
in FIG. 6 and 9b because not all the ejector pins are substantially at the corners of the 
semiconductor die. 

2. In response to Applicants contention that all of the ejector pins are not substantially at the 
corners, namely pin 6d, please note that Nishiguchi discloses that particular feature in one of 
many embodiments of the disclosed invention. On page 5, line 17 discloses a push-up means for 
pushing up the semiconductor chips from the lower surface side of the adhesive tape comprising 
four push-up pins. In FIGS. 8A-8C, Nishiguchi teaches the adhesive film on the back of the 
semiconductor die, which the push-up pins separate the adhesive film from the semiconductor 
die. This particular embodiment meets the limitation of claims 1 1 and 21.

4. Claims 3, 4, 5 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nishiguchi, European Patent Application Publication EP 0 431 637 Al. 
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5. Claims 21, 2, 6, 7, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kurosawa et al., U.S. Patent 6,201,306 Bl. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Takyu et al., U.S. Patent 6,777,313 B2.
